FACILITIES — DISABILITIES, JUVENILES, BEHAVIORAL HEALTH,
AND HEALTH CARE — SAFETY PLANS

Requiring that certain regulations adopted by the Department of Juvenile
Services governing juvenile care facilities and juvenile detention facilities
include a requirement for the establishment, implementation, and revision of
safety plans related to the persons in the care of the facility; requiring
residential centers and group homes to establish, implement, and revise a
certain safety plan; requiring regulations adopted by the Behavioral Health
Administration to include a revision for safety plans every 5 years; etc.

LANDLORD AND TENANT - EVICTION ACTIONS - FILING
SURCHARGE AND PROHIBITED LEASE PROVISIONS

Increasing, from not more than $8 to not more than $73, the surcharge that the
District Court is required to assess per civil case for summary ejectment, tenant
holding over, and breach of lease that seeks a judgment for possession of
residential property against a residential tenant; requiring the District Court to
assess the surcharge against a landlord and prohibiting the court from awarding
or assigning the surcharge against a residential tenant; etc.

Authorizing the governing body of Baltimore County to grant, by law, a
property tax credit against the county property tax imposed on a dwelling that
is owned by a homeowner whose combined gross income exceeds $60,000 if
the homeowner demonstrates certain criteria, including that the homeowner or
member of the homeowner’s immediate family suffered a hardship related to
an illness or an accident or a property casualty event at the homeowner’s
dwelling.

Requiring the Maryland Department of Labor to adopt by regulation the
International Swimming Pool and Spa Code as the Maryland Swimming Pool
and Spa Standards; providing for the implementation of the Standards by local
jurisdictions, counties, and municipalities; requiring the Department to consult
with the Maryland Department of Health on the implementation of the
Standards in relation to the regulation of the operation and maintenance of
swimming pools and spas; and requiring the Department to maintain a certain
central automated database.

Requiring the holder of presumed abandoned property valued at $10,000 or
more to send written notice to the apparent owner by certified mail, return
receipt requested, rather than by first—class mail; and requiring the holder of
abandoned property valued at $10,000 or more to keep records relating to that
property.

Requiring circuit court judges to be elected on a nonpartisan basis in a general
election; and prohibiting a candidate for circuit court judge from appearing on
the ballot in a primary election or being nominated by a political party or by
petition.

Requiring the Department of Environment to conduct a statewide recycling
needs assessment every 10 years; requiring, by April 1, 2024, producers of
certain packaging materials to individually or as part of a producer
responsibility organization submit a producer responsibility plan to the
Department for approval; prohibiting, on or after October 1, 2024, a producer
of certain packaging materials from selling or distributing the packaging
materials unless the producer has an approved producer responsibility plan; etc.

Requiring the Comptroller to maintain an online payment processing portal on
its website to track payments made to payees; requiring the payment processing
portal to have certain capabilities; requiring the unit of State government
responsible for making a payment to a payee to update the online payment
processing portal when the status of a payment changes; authorizing the
Comptroller to consult with the Department of Information Technology in
developing the online payment processing portal; etc.

Altering the calculation of the vehicle excise tax imposed for the issuance of a
certificate of title for certain leased vehicles to be a 6% of the capitalized cost
reduction and each monthly lease payment; and repealing an exemption from
the vehicle excise tax for a vehicle transferred to a lessee who exercises an
option under a certain vehicle leasing agreement to purchase the leased vehicle
at the end of the lease.
